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Whistler kept no record of the number of impressions taken of his 
etchings. His first lithographs were done in 1878, and all of his 
lithographs were printed by Mr. Thomas Way, of London, except 
a few of the later ones which were printed in Paris. Mr. Way kept 
a record of all those printed by himself, and in the last edition of 
Mr. Thomas R. Way’s Catalogue of Whistler’s Lithographs and 
Lithotints the number of tiubpeadioné printed of each drawing is 
recorded. Of many of the Lithographs the number of impressions 
taken is remarkably small. In this exhibition at the Newberry 
Library out of thirty-nine subjects there are sixteen of which only 
six to twelve prints each were made. It is therefore not surprising 
that Whistler’s lithographs are very little known. Many of them 
have a delicacy, a grace and a charm not surpassed even by Whistler’s 


etchings, and they deserve to be better known.
